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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-8, 16-24, 32-37 and 45-50 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Smedley et al. (US 2003/0190500). The reference discloses a fuel cell 
counter for measuring the amount of fuel available. The display can display the 
coulomb or the amount of electric charge from derivation of current, voltage and time. 
See abstract. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9-15, 25-31 and 38-44 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Smedley et al. (US 2003/0190500). The reference is silent on 

whether the computation takes into account the temperature/pressure differential of the 

fuel and its environ and/or the count calibration. It is a common knowledge in the art of 

counter that a calibration would be required to ensure the outcome is accurate. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to have 

incorporated a calibration routine to ensure the display produces the correct amount of 

fuel. Furthermore, it is a common knowledge that fuel capacity is affected by 

temperature and/or pressure of its environment. For example, in cooler temperature, 

the tank can hold more fuel while hotter temperature would inhibit the tank to hold the 

maximum amount of fuel. Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary 

skill in the art to have taken into account the temperature and/or pressure of the environ 

in order to produce accurate count of fuel in the tank. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-50 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
